TRAGIC TALE OF THE SEA. 


Crew of Norwegian Barque Suffered 
Awful Tortures. 


Victoria, Aug. 24—Few more tragic 
tales of the sew are on record than 
that brought by tye steamer Makura 
from Australia of the wreck cf the 
Norwegian barque Errol, which struck 
the Middleton reéf on Jone 18 and of 
the sufferings and fragedies of the 
survivors briefly reported by cable. 
Five remained of 22 when they were 
taken off so emuciated from thirst 
and starvation that they had to be 
carried. The Makura brought detail- 
ed stories 6f.the yYain struggle to 
find water on the reef, of an uneuc- 
cessful search tor a cache of provis- 
ions and a life hoat maintained there 
prior to 1882, which sailing directories 
stated to still exist, of their-final 
abandonment of hope, and subsequent 
delirium. Capt. Anderson and the 
second mate were drowned’ while 
building a raft, while his wife and 
children looked on, wringing their 


hands, Finally after others had sue- 
cumbed and the remainder were weak 
frotu starvation, the captain’s wife 


drowned her four children under the 
impression: that the five survivors 
were planning to resort to canibalism, 
and she followed the ebildren into the 
waves.

LABOR REPORTED 


Men For Construction Work and 
Farm: Labor Difficult to 
Secure. 


One man available fer every three 
required is the situation in the labor 
market in the Edmonton district at 
the present time. A Bulletin repre- 
sentative interviewed the empléymeft 
agencies in the city this morning and 
ascertained that the above is about 
the present ratio of the supply and 
demand. Hundreds of men are re- 
quired in the railroad constraction 
camps on the C. N. R. and G. T. P. 
branch lines, others are required in 
the harvest fields, and a certain num- 
ber in the lumber camps throughout 
thes province, 

“W ehave .orders for 400 men to 
work on the C, N. R. construction at 
Camrose,’ said Logan's Employment 
agency. “On the G, T. P. grade out 
from Pofiel@ to Camrose, Contractor 
Webster wants us to supply him ‘with 
150 men. We sent forty yesterday 
at $35 per month, board and _ free 
transportation, but cannot get all we 
want. Men are also required by Mal- 
colm MeCrimmon, who is working a 
gang of men on the C. N. R. branch 
line north from Morinville. Other 
requirements for men come from the 
G, T. P. grade west of Macleod river, 
where Paley, Welch and Stewart wan 
several hundred. Yesterday a party 
of twenty Danes just out from Den- 
mark lett for station work on this 
job. There is also a shortage of help 
on the ©, N. R. extra gangs, which 
take over the steel laying after the 
grading work has been completed, 

Farm Laborers Scarce, 

As to iarm help. the ageney stated 
that the wages offered by farmers are 
not high enough to draw the men into 
harvest work. ‘Thirty-five dollars a 
month and board for hard work on, 
the farm is not enough and conse- 
quently men go into railroad work 
instead, Ten farmers inquired for men 
at the agency at 641 First street, yes- 
terday, and only six secured the help 
they wanted. They took from one to 
four men with them. 


“The farmer who is willing to pay 
% good wage ean get the men all 
right,” suid one man, “One farmer in 
this distriet pays 20 cents per hou 
and board, which amounts to $62.40 
per month in eash. This farmer can 
get all the men lie wants and good 
work out of them, too.” ; 

A requisition has come into the em- 
ployment offices for twenty-five ex- 
yperienced river drivers to work for the 

ed Deer Lumber Co, at Red Deer. 
Brshmen ere alse wanted at various 
pomts to cut timber during the fall 
months, 

All the labor required now at the 
offices seems to be of the bone and 
muscle variety, The men are requir- 
ed to do heavy work whether they; 
work for the railroad contractors or 
in the harvest fields. Female labor 
is also of a more or less drudgery 
ordey and of this there is the same 
difficulty in filling the demand. 


NEGRO SHOOTS UP TOWN 
With Shot Gun He Wounds 29 Peo- 
ple—ts Himself Shot and Lynch- 


Monroe, La., Aug. 24.—Twenty-nine 
citizens were wounded three of them 
seriously, today when a negro desper- 
ado, W. 8. Wade, apparently actuated 
by revenge, waged a desperate battle 
with white citizens and officers on 
one of the most prominent business 
corners of Monroe. Afterward the 
negro, mortally wounded, was hanged 
to a drug store awning and later was 
eut down and burned, There is tense 
feeling tonight and a race 
feared. 


100 shots were fired. That Wade's 
deed was an act of revenge, that it 
was a cooly calculated scheme to 
shoot up the town and kill as many 
whites as possible, is largely proven 
oy his desire to retaliate for the re- 
cent killing of two negroes by a po- 
lieeman. This belief is strengthened 
by the fact that Wade is irom Pine 
Bluffs, Ark., the town the other two 
negroes came from.

EYE 70 STRIKE 


U. 8. Justice Departzaedt to Baventi- 
gate Condiions at McKees — 


Pittsburg, Aug. 24—The department 
of justice of the United States has 
taken official cognizance of the strike 
conditions at MeKees Rocks and. to- 
morrow will begin an investigation of 
the interior ‘of the Pressed Steel Mar 
plant.

This move was made on the heels 
of « complaint today to the Hungarian 
counsel at Washington by the repre- 
sentative at Pittsburg, Edward Pro- 
chink, who feared that the assistant 
district attorney did not intend to 
permit the charges against Boffetot 
to reach Washington. Proechink stat- 
ed that to his knowledge these men 
were being held by foree; that they 
were not bejpg properly fed and that 
they were in danger of their lives.

weekly review of the grain situation 
says :— 
Low prices for the season thus far 


were made last week in the wheat 
market of America, under the influ 
ence of the government crop report, 
indicating much larger crops than 
had previously been estimated, the in- 
fluence of fairly favorable weather 
for harvesting, very ontimistic re 
ports on the Canadian crop and a 
decided lack of foreign interest in 
export wheat. At the close of the 
week prices rallied 2c to 2 1-2, on 
rains delaying harvest in the North- 
west and strength of cash wheat. 
The government report on winter 
wheat was so favorable that a little 
doubs was expressed of the actual out- 
turn reaching the government figures 
owing to the complaints of damage 
and inierior quality of the crop. in 
the eastern sections. The government 
figures on the winter wheat crop point 
to a total outturn only about 5,000,000 
bushels less than the government fig- 
ures for last year, but apparently 20,- 


harvested last year, judging by the 
distribution and the carry over. 

The report on spring wheat showed 
by slight deterioration and the total 
estimated crop was placed at 723,000,- 
000 bushels spring and winter. Trade 
papers in the North-west are even 
more optimistic than the government's 
report regarding the crop in the three 
Northwestern states and estimates 
have been in circulation high as 
60,000,000 bushels for the three states, 
The government report indicated 235,- 
000,000 bushels. Either figure will be 
a record breaking crop. Some damage 
is admitted from various ills which 
wheat is heir to since July 1, par- 
ticularly from too much rain, although 
conservative opinion does not appar- 
ently admit that the damage has been 
serious excepting in limited locali- 
ties, 

A government report from Canada 
was given out on Tuesday pointing to 
a possible crop in all Canada of 175,- 
000,000 bushels. Such figures are 
considerably jn exe: of “the trade 
opimions, If, however, the crop as 
estimated is obtained, it will give a 
total output for North America of just 
under 900,000,000 bushels, far execeed- 
ing any previous crop. The carry 
over ef old wheat in the United 
States and Canada is not far from 
50,000,000 bushels, giving «a gross 
supply for the year of approximately 
950,000,000 bushels maximum, The 
total requirements, American and 
Canadian, may be conservatively esti 
mated at 625,000,000 bushels for food 
and seed, which would leave 325,000,- 
000 for export and carry over — the 
coming year, 

Even if the crops actually harvested 
are 50,000,000 bushels less than these 
maximum figures, it will still leave a 
gross supply of 900,000,000 bushels, 
and with a carry over next year raised 
to 75,000,000 bushels, the export sup- 
ply for the season would be easily 
200,000,000 bushels. Kurope appar- 
ently is impressed with the size of 
the American crop and is burdened 
at present with heavy offerings of new 
Russian wheat, The weather  con- 
ditions have also heen favorable for 
the maturing and gathering of the 
new crop in Western Europe, and th 
new wheat is coming on the market 
in competition with fairly liberal ar- 
rivals of old wheat shipped from 
other countries and also in competi- 
tion with the pressing offerings of 
new Russian. ‘These conditions have 
told against the export demand for 
wheat in America, and the volume of 
business has been very — limited 
Usually at this season of the year a 
very large amount of wheat is under 
contract This season the

New York, Aug, 25.—A report that 
KE. H. Harriman has obtained an op. 
tion on a controlling interest in the 
New York Central Lines, which, if 
exereised, will give him control of a 
through route from the Atlantic 10 
the Pacific Oceans, was circulated on 
the Stock Exchange today. Such a 
route has been the dream of railroad 
men for years. 

The option taken by Mr, Harriman 


is said to cover about $60,000,000 
worth of New York Central stock, 
a large part of which formerly was 


controlled by the Vanderbilt interests. 
The price at which the stock may be 
taken over is said to be $150 a share. 

It was pointed out that the acquisi- 
tion of the New York Central would 
give Mr, Harriman an ocean route vy 
way of the New York ventral, Qhica- 
go and North-Western, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific.

Toronto, Aug. 24-—Several routes 
have been surveyed by the C. N. R. 
for an outlet from the city eastward 
for the Niagara-Ottawa line. Presi- 
dent ‘Williams MacKenzie said that 
the reute would not be decided on for 
some time yet as the company wished 
to have full reports on all the pos- 
sible routes. Mr. MacKenzie has just 
returned from a trip over the Canad- 
iun Northern railroad western lines 
from Edmonton éastward. 

“The west is lookizg very prosper- 
ous,”’ said Mr. MacKenzie. “I never 
saw so much ripe grain stumding, 
which indicates that there is a ehort 
age of men to carry on the harvesting 
operations. I think the excursions 
from Ontario were started a little 
late.”
